In accordance with custom and the requirements of law, 
the School Committee of Falmouth present their annual 
report. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Woops HOLE. 


The Grammar School has been taught by Miss Hannah C. 
Swift of Yarmouthport, who is an able and efficient teacher, 
having conducted her department to the entire satisfaction and 
acceptance of all interested. 

In the Primary Department, the Summer term did net come 
up to your Committees’ reasonable expectations, yet the im- 
provement in the Winter term, taught by Miss Cora E. Bow- 
erman of West Falmouth, was such as to give entire 
satisfaction to both parents and pupils, as well as to the 
Committee. 


(QQUISSETT. 


There was no school in this village during the Summer. 
Yhe Winter term was taught by Mrs. Addie S.Fish. The 
number in attendance was small, but the deportment of the 
pupils was good, and their improvement satisfactory. 
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Vuasace The Grammar School has been successfully 
taught during the year by Miss Hannah 8S. Moore of West 
Falmouth, one of our most efficient teachers, and one of the 
few who have enjoyed the advantages of a Normal School 
course. Good order, excellent discipline, and satisfactory 
progress have characterized the school. 

The Primary Department has been conducted by Miss 
Sarah B. Lewis, a resident of the village, who is an experien- 
ced teacher, and has fully sustained her previous reputation 
as instructress. ‘The pupils under her care have made com- 


mendable improvement. 


West FALMOUTH. 


The Grammar School has been in charge of Mr. J. F. 
Davis, a teacher of long experience, and uniform success, 
assisted during the Spring and Fall terms by Mrs. J.. F. 
Davis. The progress made by the pupils as might be expec- 
ted, was good. 

The Primary Department was taught by Miss H. A. Small 
of North Truro. Miss Small has proved herself to be a first 
class disciplinarian, and an excellent teacher. 


NortH FALMOUTH. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Cora E. Bowerman, 
and was a decided success. 

The Winter term was in charge of Mr. William E. Downs 
of Francestown, N. H. a young gentleman of excellent 
literary qualifications. The school commenced under favora- 
ble auspices, and fora few weeks the scholars made rapid 
progress. Then followed several cases of insubordination on 
the part of the pupils, which required the intervention of the 


aU 


Sub-Committee. There was not that co-operation betweea 
teacher and parents, so necessary to secure the best results, 
and consequently, the school was a partial failure. 


Harcuvitte. The Summer tern was taught by Mrs. 
Nellie F. Hatch, and the Winter term by Ellery O. Luce. 
Mrs. Hatch possesses superior qualifications for teaching. The 
disciplinewas good, and she secured the good will and esteem of 
her pupils. ‘The closing examinatian was interesting and 
satisfactory to all present, and the progress of the school has 
heen unquestionable. 

Mr. Luce has taught here previously with general success 
and satisfaction. The past winter, from some outside influence 
and other causes which discouraged teacher, parents and pupil, 
the advancement has not been such as would be desirable. 


Wagvorr. This school has been in charge of Miss M. 
Sylvia Donaldson of the Village, a teacher of excellent quali- 
fications, and considerable experience, who during the past 
year has labored diligently in behalf of the pupils entrusted 
to her care, and the result has been highly satisfactory. 


Davisvitie. Miss Heppie T. Davis of East Falmouth, has 
been the teacher for the past year., The order and discipline 
have been good, and the scholars have made commendable 


improvement, 


East Fatmourn. ‘The school in this village has been for 
over two years in charge of Miss Loue P. Smith of Edgar- 
town, an experienced, thorough and successful teacher, under 
whose management the scholars have made sure progress. 
The closing exercises of the Winter term showed a degree of 
training which would be commendable in a school of higher 


grade. 
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Tearicket. This school has been in charge of Miss Han- 
wah E. Came of North Berwick, Maine. An experienced 
teacher of excellent attainments, she seemed to command the 
respect and love of the scholars. ‘he pupils generally, have 
been prompt in attendance, and the examination at the close 
of the last term showed a degree of improvement eminently 
satisfactory. 


Hien Scuoor. Under the management of Mr. Lucian 
Hunt and his able assistants, this school has been conducted 
with ability and success. The progress made by the pupils 
has been marked and satisfactory, and we congratulate the 
people of Falmouth that their children can enjoy the privileges 
offered by this institution. 


GENERAL REPORT. 


Your Committee would briefly present the following sug- 


gestions. 


ABSENTEEISM. 


We regret that notwithstanding the complaint that our 
schools are so short, that a large portion of the time is lost by 
irregularity in attendance. We do not expect that every 
pupil can be promptly in his seat, but we are of the opinion 
that great improvement can be made in this respect, if parents 
will be more faithful in the discharge of their duties to their 
children and the schools. It is difficult to see why the child- 
ren of some families are always regular in their attendance, 
while others are habitually absent or tardy. The State 
authorizes the town to make such regulations as they may 


deem necessary to regulate attendance at school, and the com- 
mittee are annually required to report to the State Board 
whether the town has taken any action upon this matter, and 
your committee are compelled to answer in the negative. We 
would urge especial attention to the subject. 


DISCIPLINE. 


{f progress is desired and expeeted in ow schools, there 
must be effective discipline. To secnre it, rule and regulation 
must be devised and executed. Made for the highest interest 
of the scholar, neither harsh or partial, but kind considerate 
constant and firm, they must be heeded by each and every 
pupil. No parent has a right to demand exemption for bis 
child, but must respect the welfare of others. 


CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS. 


It is clearly the duty of the citizens that form the constitu- 
ency of each school, to see that such sehool is well kept; to 
sce that teachers are sustained in their efforts to teach and 
govern ; to see that the health and comfort of the pupils are 
cared for. The Committee are their agents in doing this 
work, but they ean and they should be aided by a correct pub- 
lic sentiment. If teachers are inefficient, or if Committees 
are remiss in their duties, the people have the same right and 
the same duty as ever, and their influence can correct evils, 
just as readily under the present, as under any former meth- 
ods of school supervision.

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FEMALE TEACHERS, 


With a very few exceptions, female teachers have heen em- 
ployed in the town for several ) ears past. We think there 
can be no objection to this. They are generally the most 
successful in schools like ours. They excel in tact and ‘skill 
in imparting instruction, and in regard to discipline, and. in 
the maintenance of good deportment, succeed quite as well 
as the sterner sex. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Upon no subject is there a greater diversity of opinion 
among our people, than the uses of a high School, and the ve- 
quisite qualifications for admission thereto. Some declare 
that the High School suffers from the inadequate preparation 
of those who enter it for pursuing the prescribed course of 
study. Others reply that the law requires High Schools to 
be kept for the benefit of all the inhabitants ; that their child. 
ren are old enough and well enough prepared tu pursue those 
branches of study which they wish them to pursue, and that 
by arbitrary standards and prescribed courses of study, they 
are unjustly cut off from privileges which they are taxed to 
support, and the enjoyment of which ig guaranteed to them by 
law. The School Committee are by the statue empowered to 
determine the number and qualifications cf the scholars to he 
admitted. Your Committee have prepared a series of ques- 
tions as a standard of qualifications for admission to the 
High School, and in their opinion, no scholar who does not 


come up to its requirements, should be admitted.

NORMAL SCHOOL. 


To those who design becoming teachers, and who desire to 
attain a high rank in the protession, we would commend the 
superior advantages arising from a course of study in our 
State Normal Schcols. While we do not claim that Normal 
Schools make perfect teachers, or that no teacher can cbtain 
the highest position without them, we are still of the opinion 
that they go far towards accomplishing their purposes. ‘They 
inspire their pupils with a sentiment of the sacredness of the 
teachers’ vocation, and call forth an enthusiasm which no gen- 


eral course of study could arouse. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 
@ 

We are strougly of the opinion that gymnastics, or physical 
culture, should occupy a more prominent place in ovr schools. 

In one or two schools they have been introduced, and have 
reached a high state of perfection, which it is to be hoped, 
will excite a healthy emulation in the other schools. ‘They 
should come in as regnlar school exercises, accompanied if 
possible with music, and athorough change of airin the room. 
They should include variety enough to bring into exercise as 
large a nmber as possible of different muscles, yet not be pro- 
tracted to weariness, nor suffered to divert attention from the 
higher objects of the schoo! room. 


INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS. 


Weare still far behind most of the towns in Barnstable 
County in the amount of money appropriated for the support 
of Public Schools, according to the percentage of our taxable 
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property. With an increasing valuation, we would urge a 
more liberal appropriatiou, in order to lengthen our schools, 
and secure the employment of first-class teachers. 


EDUCATION. 


Education consists in training the mind so that its forces 
can be summoned at will, and Concentrated upon a particular 
object, until the desired result is reached. The mind should 
be so disciplined as to increase its strength and energy. We 
desire our pupils to form correct habits of study, that they be 
taught how to reason upon the topics that will be constantly 
paesented, as they advance in various branches that oecupy a 
place in the course of study. Hence, the teachers in our 
Primary Schools should lay the foundation with great skill 
and care. If the proper direction and impulse are then given 
and continued through the different stages of the students 
progress, a degree of culture will be secured worthy of the 


age in which we live.
